Capt. Liiigi Montani of the steam- 


ship Sardegna, which has just arrived 
at Naples from the United States with 
a large number of emigrants cm board, 
recounts an extraordinary story of ad- 
venture. Shortly after entering

Gulf stream, near the Mexican gulf, 
a suspicious-looking brigantine hove 
in sight, from which piercing cries 
were heard proceeding.

They were all Caribbean ne- 
groes or Creoles. Two beautiful girls 
were discovered bound to the tim- 
bers of the ship, with their mouths 
gagged, andi on being freed they had 
a heart-rending story of brutality to 
tell. The brigantine had been seized 
by these pirates, who wounded the 
original crew and the captain, whose 
guests the girls were, and threw them 
overboard. The

thereupon 


steeredi the vessel, which had a large 
cargo of she-goats, toward the Antilles. 
Capt. Montani ends by saying that 
he transferred the pirates to the Sard- 
egna, kept them in irons and made for 
Boston, w.here he delivered th-em'over 
to the,American authorities.

NINETIETH ANNIVERSARY. 


Mrs. Hanna* A. Abbott Celebrates Her 


Birthday at Her Summer "Home. 


Mrs.- Hanna A. Abbott, widow of Ira 


Abbott, on Tuesday, at her 
summer 


home, York Beach, 
celebrated 
the 


ninetieth anniversary of her birth, an'd 
all day she".was "visited1 by - many 
friends from tue beach and many from 
her home in Concord. Mrs. Abbott is 
the youngest appearing woman for 
her great age to be found in this part 
of the state. At first sight she appears 
to be not over sixty-five years old, at 
the most, and a half hour conversa- 
tion imakes her appear much younger 
than that, for she is neither hard of 
hearing nor is her sight 
at all im- 


paired. She is truly a 
remarkable- 


woman for her age. 


Mrs. Abbott, who was formerly Han- 


na A. Capen, is a native of Stewarts- 
town, and was born Oct. 14, 1814. She 
relates that her mother told her on 
the day of her birth, there were near- 
ly three feet of snow ou the ground. 
At the age of fifteen years Mrs, Ab- 
bott, with her parents, moved to Con- 
cord, where for a time she attended 
the public schools. There she met Ira 
Abbott, to whom in 1831, s-he was unit- 
ed in marriage by the Rev.. Dr. Bow- 
den of the Universalist church. Mrs. 
Abbott was one of the pioneers in the 
establishment 
of 
the 
Universalist 


church in Concord, being one of the 
forty members who organized the so- 
ciety to worship in that faith. They 
first held services in the old 
court 


house, and later built the first church, 
whic was afterwards sold to the Free- 
will Baptists after they 
had 
built 


their present church. 


Thirty-three years ago Mrs. Abbott 


and her husband came to York Beach 
for the' summer, and at first built a 
cottage at Concord Point. The follow- 
;ing year, however, they built the Ab- 
I bott house, ift which she now resides. 
At that time there was only one other 
boarding house at this 
resort, 
the 


Thompson house, now 
ti.e site of 


Young's hotel. Mrs. Abbott has seen 
the beach grow to it.s present popular- 
ity. She always came 
early in the 


season and staid' until the last. When

about fourteen years ago, she was one 
of the prime movers, and took a num- 
ber of shares, although at that time 
her friends told her she 
would 
not 


live to see the railroad completed. She 
did .though, anrl saw the first, engine 
which came over the road. Slie still 
conducts' the same house, but takes 
roomers only. She was at. the beach 
enrly as May this yonr,' and opened 
her house alone. At the present time 
she- Is the only one loft, of those who 
first started the hotel business at this 
resort. 


Her husband died about twenty-four 


years HRO, and they have two daugh- 
ters alive, Mrs. Jennio Spend and Mrs. 
I>. R. Baker; and two granddaughters 
and five great grandchildren.

The average Porto Rican youth Is 


reared with absolutely no knowledge 
of the laws of sanitation or hygiene 
and is never taught to exert himself 
other than to obtain the bare necessi- 
ties of life. Work he regards as a sort 
of nightmare to be'got rid of as quick- 
ly as possible. As a result of thip up- 
bringing he is flabby, unhealthy and 
possessed of but little endurance. His 
mental equipment is correspondingly 
low, and he regards as perfectly un- 
moral many things which to the Amer- 
ican art immoral. Often be is addicted 
to petty thievery and untruthfulness. 
All this tends to make him the worst 
sort of material out of which to shape 
an ideal soldier, but the experience has 
been that with proper cnre and kept 
under perfect discipline his faults can 
be eradicated and his immediate good 
qualities brought out to u surprising 
degree.

'tors, the shipbuilding <program of the 
jnavy is far beuind time.. Th',3 condi- 
itiou cf affairs at a time when Euro- 
i pean powers are bending every energy 
i to the increase cf their sea power ss 
the most important point touched up- 
on in the annual report of Rear Ad- 
! miral Francis T. Bowles, chief of the 
bureau of contraction and repair. 


All the battleships now in courso 


of constructica are late. The Ohio, it 
is estimated, will be launched twentv- 
nine months later than the time speci- 
fied in the contract. 


In regard to the general tardiness 


in the increase of tne fleet Rear Ad- 
miral Bowles says 
in his 
report: 


"Progress in new vessels under con- 
struction during the last year has not 
been satisfactory. All the larger ves- 
sels have been delayed by non-delivery 
of structural steele, the vessels build- 
ing at the, Union Iron works, San 
Francisco, by a strike beginning May. 
1901, and ending in March, 1902, and 
the, battleship Nebraska by a strike 
which has as yet prevented any actual 
progress upon the structure of the 
hull. 


"The deiay In the delivery of armor 


for the battleships Maine, Misouri and 
Ohio and the 
qjbnitors 
Arkansas, 


i-lorida, Nevada and Wyoming, has re- 
tarded the completion of these ves- 
sels, concurrently with other causes. 


"The inability of shipbuilders to ob- 


tain a stifflcient force of skilled work- 
ers has been, in many cases an impor- 
tant factor in the slow progress of the 
vessels. 


"The extensive delays on the torpe- 


do boats are being terminated by the 
newly modified conditions fcr their 
delivery."

of a revival of clean journalism. It is 
not coming through: the establishment 
of "endowed newspapers." Few prac- 
tical newspaper men believe in that 
agency for the reform of deplorable 
newspaper tendencies. The very tact 
that a, newspaper was endowed would 
so far detach it from ordinary condi- 
:kras of publication as to make it use- 
less as an example. Moreover, the ex- 
istence of such a newspaper 
would 


imply a confession that a really clean 
and moral journal was unprofitable; 
else why the endowment? 


It is not philanthropy that is wanted 


so much as business sagacity and a 
good newspaper sense, joined with a 
high purpose. A newspaper is not a 
moral tract and cannot be displaced 
by tracts. A man who should 
spend 


millions in endowing newspapers that 
were too good to stand alone would 
not be nearly so great a benefactor 
as the man who demonstrated that a 
clean newspaper can be made to pay. 


This demonstration is now being 


made in several American cities. Some 
of the most successful newspapers re- 
pudiate altogether the methods of the 
'new, journalism." Yet their news ser- 
vice is of the best; they are well writ- 
ten and well edited, they appeal 
to 


healthy minds; their circulations are 
large and increasing.—Youth's Com- 
paion. 


San Francisco, Oct. 14.—Speaking 


of conditions on the island of Samar. 
General Fred Grant, who has just re- 
turned from the Philippines, said in an 
interview: 


"Sajnar is enjoying the first period 


of peace that it has ever known and 
I am entirely satisfied that the inhab- 
itants will not attempt to make fui- 
ther trouble for our government.

a prodigious catastrophe in Martin- 
ique, the visit of a French president 
co a Russian czar and the attempted 
assassination of an Austrian emperor. 
To the business man it is invaluable, 
tor without it, he would be sadly ig- 
norant of the latest developments- in 
industry, tiade and finance, which 
mark this as the age of commercial 
wonders. In teaching the pupils in his 
charge to treat the newspaper as an 
aid and stimulant in their-daily studies 
Principal Bailey has set an excellent 
example, we think, to oilier instruc- 
tors.—Syracuse Herald.

THE TARIFF AND THE TRUSTS. 


The New York Evening Post( a pap- 


er that is as devoted to the interests 
of foreign manufacturers 
and their 


importing agents in this country, and 
of foreign shipping and anything else 
foreign, as the Boston Herald, recent- 
ly sent to every member of the na- 
tional senate and house of representa- 
tives blanks containing five questions 
all having reference to the trusts or 
the protective tariff, or both! One of 
these questions was: 


"Do you favor the reduction or re- 


peal of toport ' duties on articles 
whose production in the 
United 


States is controlled by monopolies?" 


Of the 444 members of the senate 


and house hut seventy-nine returned 
the blanks with answers, forty-nine 
of those who answered being demo- 
crats, and thirty of them republicans; 
and on all the questions in the list 
there was a splitting of parties, neith- 
er republicans nor democrats being 
unanimous in. their answers regarding 
any one. One of the most suggestive 
answers was given by Senator John T. 
Morgan of Alabama, who in reply to 
the question quoted above said: 


"I have never seen how a 
tariff 


schedule could be safely made so 
elastic as to be used as a means of de- 
stroying the trusts that exist and 
those that can be formed. I have nev- 
er thought it wise to leave it In the 
power of trust combines, and at their 
option, to put any article on the free 
list by merely forming a trust to en- 
gross the market in, respect of such 
article. That would be a dangerous 
advantage to the importers of opium, 
playing cards, expensive liquors, and a 
vast list of articles of luxury." 


This view of the matter has prob- 


ably occurred to few of the democrat- 
ic leaders who re so continuously pro- 
claiming that "the tariff is the moth- 
er of the trusts," and that all that is 
needed to destroy the trusts is to es- 
tablish free trade. Senator Morgan 
in a few words makes it plain that un- 
der a tariff for revenue only, or a pro- 
tective tariff 
with 
a 
self-adjusting 


proviso that any article should go on 
the free list as soon as its production 
became controlled by a trust, it might 
easily come to be the- interest of deaf- 
ers m this country to organize a 
trust for the very purpose of having 
the duty removed. In that case the 
tariff would be the, mother of the 
tru.st, sure enough.

Also Defines Hi* View* On Points At 


Issue In State Campaign. 


Hon. 
Calvin Page on Tuesday ac- 


cepted the democratic nomination for 
state senator from the twenty-fourth 
district. In a letter to the notification 
comnmtee, he thanks his constituents 
for their confidence in him. and states 
his views on the various questions at 
issue. 


His letter in full is published be- 


low : 


Portsmouth, N. H., Oct. 14, 1902. 


Messrs. True L. Norris, Flagg F. 


Grant and Wm. L,. Conlon, Com- 
mittee of Notification: 


Dear Sirs:—1 acknowledge the re- 


cepit from you of the official notifica- 
tion from the twenty-fourth district 
that I have been nominated 
as 
its 


candidate for senator at the coming 
election. 


I believe that I fully realize the im- 


portance of tne work to be done by 
the next legislature, to the upper 
branch of which I am named as a can- 
didate, and 1 am confident that the re- 
sult of that work means much, one 
way or the other, to the people o" 
this state, and, especially of the twen- 
ty-fourth district. To assist in this 
work is a duty every good citizen owes 
to every other citizen, and to the 
state, and a duty that cannot be hon- 
orably declined by anyone called there- 
to. Therefore, though other business 
matters must be neglected by me and 
I shall be compelled to forego rest and 
recreation, should I be elected, I am 
constrained by my sense of duty, to 
accept the nomination and ask the vo- 
ters of the district to elect me. If 
they see fit to do so, I promise to use 
my best efforts to bring about results 
which, in my judgment, shall be for 
the best Interests of the state and the 
district. I have made no other pledge 
or promise. 


Ir seems to me that a few matters 


over which the legislature has con- 
.rol are now of paramount and spec- 
ial importance, and all other ques- 
tions should be held in abeyance un- 
til these few are settled and settled 
rightly. 


1. Unless I mistake the meaning 


of the movements among the people 
all about xis, the time has arrived 
when the present hypocritical, ridic- 
ulous liquor law should be repealed, 
not only for the sake of New Hamp- 
shire's business interests but for the 
sake of honesty and decency, and a 
due regard to the respect all citizens 
should have for every law. I am in 
favor of its repeal first, and1 then the 
combined wisdom of a legislature com- 
posed of representatives from every 
part of the state cannot go far wrong 
in deciding what shall be 
done 
re- 


arding the liquor traffic, after the ex- 
perience 
ot 
tho 
past 
twenty-five 


years. 


2. As to the respective rights of 


labor and capital, it seems to me that 
fair and honest men In the legislature 
who mean to do by each other as they 
would be done by, can come together 
>n common ground 
and enact 
such 


laws as will give to the laboring man 
and woman their fair and just share 
of the rewards which industry should 
bring in this world. And. if capital 
or avarice S6>eks to withhold from any 
citizen that reward, and deprive him, 
u any way. of that freedom ami equal- 
ity which is his birth-right, then, in 
my judgment, no law can be framed 
against it which can be too far reach- 
ing or too severe in its penalties. I 
know and have experienced the bit- 
terness of poverty and tho heart aches 
mil pain of almost endless toil, ami 
I am ia favor of any law that can in 
he least degree lessen them. 


3. I belic\e that the railroads, both 
team and electric, have been of great 
benefit to the state, and especially to 
lh« eitiy.ens of this district. The elec- 
tric street railroads have 'made almost 
a new csty ot our city of Portsmouth, 
iml if the town ot New Castle could 
be connected with Portsmouth by an 
lecu Ic street railroad, I am sure that 
New Castlo would enter upon nn era 
»f giowth anil prosperity such as she 
lias never known. 1 believe that the 
legislature should immediately give 
authority for the construction of such 
u railroad, to whoever will honestly 
undertake it and run and operate it 
with a five cent tare and, if elected, 1 
will labor and vote to this end. And 
\\herever the needs of the public war- 
rant the granting of the rights to oc- 
cupy otti streets and highways with 
street railways, whether In this dis- 
trict or in any other part of the state, 
1 believe that such right should be 
granted to whoever in good faith seeks 
them. 


I thaiih the democrats of the twen- 


tv-fouith district for this expression 
>!' their confidence, and I trust that
